In addition, the 
existing office space will be renovated and improved. Detailed plans for 
this renovation are available for review. In addition to the interior work 
planned, exterior restoration of the Harrison and Pearl Street facades are 
proposed. This work includes the total restoration of the two facades which 
will entail cleaning and restoring the brick; repair, restoration and 
painting the storefront; and replacement of all windows. 


Phase I work is expected to begin by May of 1985 and be completed in 
November of 1985. 


PHASE II 


The building on Harrison Street consists of 50,000 square feet including a 
full basement. It is proposed that the first floor will be developed into 
offices plus the existing Dujour Restaurant. Floors 2 thru 5 are proposed 
to be developed into offices and/or apartments. It is anticipated that 
Dujour will occupy a portion of the second level immediately above their 
existing facilities. The balance of the building will have installed 
stairwells and elevators. 


Current feasibility studies are underway to determine if it is economically 
feasible to construct apartments in the top 4 floors. Preliminary results 
indicate a positive finding and it is believed that this will be the final 
conclusion. 


It is proposed that the feasibility study will be completed by the end of 
1985. Construction is expected to begin in 1986 and is estimated to take 
approximately two years to be completed, or sometime in 1988.
